The strip of material may be plastic film 23 such as is illustrated in FIG. 3 and FIG, 3A . 
whose tensile strength is unaffected by exposure to mud 21 and is also impervious to 
moisture from mud 21. The plastic film 23 is attached to the drywall tape 22 by simply 
wrapping same around the drywall tape 22 so as to surround a portion of drywall tape 22 
and prevent moisture from the mud 21 contacting the portion of drywall tape 22. The seam 
23s may be sealed with glue or tape. This method prevents deterioration of the drywall 
tape 22 and allows same to remain in the mud 21 for prolonged periods and pulled through 
the container 5 at a later time.
